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the stock aswell. It is the experience of 
those who hve near the sea shore that corn 
dries much the best when left to dry on the 
stalk in the field, after the top stalks are 
cut. There is probably more difference be- 
tween drying corn on the hill and in the 
stook, in the vicinity of the ocean, than in 
the interior of the State. This no doubt is 
the reason why the farmers of Western Mas- 
sachusetts stook their corn as soon as it 
hardens, and those of the eastern portion of 
the State, as a rule, cut the top stalks, and 
let the corn dry on the hill until the middle 
of October. 


WHEN TO CUT WOOD TO HAVE THE 
STUMPS SPROUT WELL. 


Many seem to have an idea that wood 
should be cat in cola weather to have the 
stamp sprout well, and there is a great 
Prejudice against eutting in August, unless 
it is desired to clear up the land, because it 
is believed that a tree cut at this season of 
the year kills the root, or injures it so much 
that it will sproat but little, ifany. June is 
also considered a bad month. Last year we 
had occasion to begin to cut wood in 
August, and continue it every month until 
August came again. The 20th of July a 
careful examination was made ot the sprouts 
growing from the stump cut at the different 
seasons and measurements made. We con” 
feas that the difference was so slight that it 
surprised us. The sprouts coming from 
maple stumps from which the wood was cut 
last August measured 5 feet, and we could 
discover no difference in the growth from 
the other stumps until we came to those 
that were cut in June. The sprouts from 
stumps that the wood was cut from during 
the first two weeks in June were about 4 1.2 
feet in height, but :t must be remembered 
that these stumps had to force out buds and 
make the growth in from five to six weeks. 
As the land is being cleared up the sprouts 
were all broken off the last of July, so the 
experiments ended, but it would have been 
interesting to have continued it, that the 
fall growth of the year might havs been 
ascertained ; to all appearance those cut in 
June promised the best. The stumps looked 
in the best condition, and the sprouts were 
growing very rapidly, much more so than 
those cut in the autumn or winter. The 
stumps from which the wood was cut in 
March and April were wet and mouldy from 
the sap that flowed from them, while th 
stumps of those cut in the autumn and in 
June were dry and hard. 

From former experience we have found 
that the stamps of trees cut in March, will 
often decay so rapidly that the sprouts when 
two years old will often blow down, because 
of the rottenness of the stump, while the 


stump of a tree cut in autumn, will dry hard 
and remain comperauvely sounu «asil she 


sprouts get large enough to support them- 
selves. 

The stumps from which the wood was cut 
in July are sending up sprouts, but the first 
of August, were not morethan from 6 to 12 
inches high. 

“SMUGGLER” AS A SIRE. 

The question has often been put, 
whether Smuggler, the famous horse of Col, 
Russell, is really a sire. An answer is 
ready for it in the person of “Smuggler’s 
Daughter,” who won at Mystic Park, on the 
11th of the present month, a race with 
Portia, sired by Startle, in three straight 
heats, the record being 2:26 3-4, 2:29, and 
2:24 3-4. Revenue, another of Smuggler’s 
offepring, made the mile in 2:22 1-4, and 
Young Smuggler in 2:28 1-4. If this is not 
convincing of the power of the famous horse 
to transmit his own rare properties, then it 
will be diffioult to state what is. For ten 
years Smuggler has held the best stallion 
record, 2:16 1-4, that time having just been 
beaten by Phallas at Chicago. We commend 
the above figures to all those who may at 
any time have been inclined to incredulity 
in regard to the high and sterling qualities 
of a truly noble animal. 


THE CARE OF FARM IMPLEMENTS. 


Every farmer who employs transient la- 
borers learns the importance of having every 
farm implement put in its proper place every 
night, or before, if the job be finished be- 
fore night. If a tool be left where last used 
by one who is not constantly employed, when 
wanted, the one who used it last not being 
present, it will be very difficult to find it. It 
is important that the farmer himself should 
be careful to keep all farm implements in 
their proper places, for if he is careless, it is 
very certain that his hired help will imitate 
him, and in thie way the implements of the 
farm will be so scattered that it will be very 
difficult to find them, unless i: is remember- 
ed where they were last used. 

When tools are left scattered over the 
arm, there is not only « great loss of time 
in looking after them, but often when found 
they are in no condition to do good work 
easily, even if they are not decayed so as to 
break when put to use. As we ride through 
the country we see many costly farm imple- 
ments that have been left in the field, to be 
housed at the farmer’s convenience, which 
evidently does not eome until months after, 
This is not economy, for most of farm imple- 
ments that are now in use, are of a character 
to be seriously injured by being exposed to 
either rain Or sunshine, and when exposed 
to both, it requires but a short time to ren- 
der them nearly worthless, 

Few buildings on the farm are more im- 
portant than «tool house; this should be 
large enough to hold all of the tools, and if 
there be'reom enough in addition, to make 
the simple repairs on the implements, it will 
be a great convenience. 

There are portions of almost every farm 
implement that should be kept well painted, 
and other portions that should be well oiled; 
there are things that every farmer can do 
when the weather is not suitable to work out 
in the field. Many implements will last 
twice as long ‘f kept well oiled and psinted, 
and yet the cost of doing it is so trifling that 
it is not worth

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| AGRICULTURAL ITEMS, 

*,* The heavier an orchard is cropped the 
More manure it requires. From 100 to 200 
pounds each of bone dust and potash salts per 
acre is recommended by the best orchardists. 

*,* A Baptist lady in Texas devctes to the 
Lord’s cause all the eggs laid by her hens on 
Sunday. 

*,* Texas, with 1,000,000 cattle owned by non- 
residents and earning them $10,000,000 a year, 
thinks it ought to realize from the sixty to 
seventy million acres of State lands over which 
they graze, rental enough to abolish the State 
debt. 

*,* The peach crop of Delaware is estimated to 
reach ten million baskets, che largest since 1875. 

*,* The English wheat crop is estimated at 
80,000,000 bushels. Spring grains and hay are 
deficient. 

*,* Moal should always be mixed with boiling 
water, thus partially cooking the food. A com- 
mon mistake is to make it too soft and wet and 
is thus not so beneficial to poultry. 

*,* Breakages among reaping machines have 
been frequent this year owing to the heaviness 
of the grain. Reapers had to cut low to reach

*,* A horse with intelligent face and eyes, a 
short but not thick Lead, short ears, small at the 
throat, deep at the shoulders, broad chested, 
broad hips is what is wanted.

*,* Young orchards should always be kept 
cultivated. 

*,* Nebraska has 250,000 acres of planted 
forest in good condition. 

*,* Last year California fruit growers evapor- 
ated 341,000 boxes of fruit, while they “sun 
dried” 1,750,000. These figures may be reversed 
in a few years. 

*,* In the United States a mechanic can pur- 
chase all his food for one third of his wages, 
while in Great Britain his food costs him over 
one half of his wages, and in France over two 
thirds. 

*,* An analysis of milk made in the District 
of Columbia showed it to be composed of sheep’s 
brains, chalk and water, and 20 out of 25 samples 
of the butter were found to be adulterated with a 
variety of stuff, varying from axle grease to yel- 
low ochre. 

*,* In 1876 there were eight million cigarettes 
made inthis country. In 1883 there were 750 
million made; the vicious habit has increased. 
Arsenic and opiam are used fn their manufac- 
ture and produces various nervous and mental 
diseases. 

*,* The leaking of cows’ teats is due to weak- 
ness of the muscles; these must be strengthened 
to effecta cure. Milking three times a day is 
beneficial. 

*,* At the World’s Exhibition at New Orleans 
next winter, Mexico will have a garden of tropi- 
cal plants covering 220,000 square teet. 

*,* Eggs return more profit tham any thing 
else on the farm. 

*,* A healthy horse will have a glossy coat, 
and a variable diet, especially in summer, is 
conducire to his health. 

*,* A prominent fruit grower says weeds will 
never bother a farmer if be will keep the land in 
grass, turning soil for crops and reseeding again 
to grass after one or two ploughings. 

*,* An estimate places the number of Jersey 
temaics tn the United States at 20,000, at en 
average value of $406 each, and 5,500 males at 
an average value of $300, aggregating nearly 
$10,000,000, a growth of less than twenty years. 
*,* Knowledge of veterinary science is a great 
desideratum on the farm, and the lack of it is 
frequently not only very inconvenient but also 
expensive. There is plenty of practice for good 
veterinary surgeons. 

*,* Seed grain should be chosen from the 
cleanest and best patches; this should be in- 
sisted upon. 

*,* One cow which will give 5,000 pounds of 
milk in a season will bring more net profit tban 
three cows producing only 3,000 pounds each. 
They eat three times as much. 

*,* Germany last season made nearly twice as 
much sugar from beets as did Cuba from cane, 
and has quite a surplus for export. 

*,* In France salt is applied with beneficial 
results to wheat, barley and oats, at the rate of 
300 to 400 pounds per acre, mixed qith two- 
thirds of its weight of lime or marl. 

*,* The present season in Oregon is the most 
favorable ever known tor the corn crop. 

*,* [he farmer needs a vacation fully as mach 
as the professional man. They should move 
around and visit brother farmers, keeping their 
eyes open and interchanging ideas and opicions. 
*,* A track farmer in Carolina sold $80,000 
worth of Irish potatoes this year, netting him 
$30,000. Ithas beenan exceptionally good year 
in that section. 

*,* The value of the onion crop in Orange 
County, N. Y., annually exceeds $100,000. 

*,* The Arab compels his horse to feed from 
the ground in order to maintain the curve of the 
backbone. This is an argument in favor of low 
mangers, and is the natural way for the horse to 
feed. 

*,* New York city alone consumes 100,000 
tons of dressed poultry every year. At ten cents 
@ pound the value would be $20,000,000. Eggs 
are largely imported. 

*,* Ensilage is still on its successful march ; it 
is endorsed by a large majority of the agricul- 
taral community.

*,* The population of the United States in- 
creases 32 per cent. every ten years, and at this 
rate we shall bave 88,000,000 in the year 1900. 
Increase in population of course means increased 
consumption of agricultural products. 

*,* Hundreds of acres of cucumbers and 
tomatoes are being ploughed under in Florida, 
as it proves unprofitable to market the crop. 

*,* The political fall campaign is near at hand ; 
agriculturists have a fall campaign—in their 
fields every year. 

*,* Eight hundred thousand bushels of wheat 
are used every day in the United States. 

*,* In selecting trees from a nursery see that 
the roots are not all on one side, as is too often 
the cass from the overcrowding so usually 
prevalent. 

*,* Eight drops of tincture of aconite dropped 
on a piece of bread and mixed with the evening 
food and next morning four drops more has 
proved of benefit in cases of garget. 

*,* The Asiatic fowls are meritorious almost 
only for their size; their flesh is not nearly so 
nutritious as that of other breeds.

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BEST PLACE TO RAISE STOCK, ETC. 


To the Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 


I think that several months ago the 
Ploughman contained an article in regard 
to there being sections of country as well 
adapted to stock raising as Kansas, Texas 
and Colorado, and much nearer market. 
I would like to know what part of the 
country was referred to, asthe article did 
not state. But I recollect of having in my 
mind North and South Carolina as being the 
States referred to. Am 1 correct? Can you 
give some information in regard to stock 
raising east of the Mississippi river, south of 
the Ohic river and east of the Alleghany 
Mountains? Are there farms in New 
ire and with good 
buil that can be bought at prices that 
wil! warrant the raising of stock at the usual 
ces. 
The farmer should cut sufficient amount 
of hay to winter the stock that the pasturage 
will keep during summer—say farms of 300 
(three hundred acres.) 
When I was a boy in New England, 
farmers in Massachusetts used to send their 
stock up into New Hampshire and Vermont 
to pasture in summer, and almost every 
“well to do farmer” had his mountain 
pasture to which he would drive his stock 
during summer. 
How are these things conducted now—or 
am I imposing upon you too great a task to 
answer in full? It seems to me to be a 
matter of importance and interest, especially 
to New England, for if those worn out and 
abandoned farms can be made available, 
please let us know how and those having 
such farms to dispose of form a “ Farming 
Bureau” for the advertising and sale of 
such lands, that people who are getting tired 
of clerking and working in shops, may be 
able to ottain important and reliable infor- 
mation, such as localities, description, price, 
terms, surroundings, nearness to railway 
atation, stores, churches, schools, etc., etc. 
Could men with small amount of capital 
make a success of it by purchasing these 
farms? Say a man has $1,000, purchase a/| 
200.acre farm at say $5,000, paying $500 | 
down, reserving $500 for working capital, | 
paying 6 per cent interest on deferred pay-| 
ments.

The question as to where is the best place | 
to raise stock, or any other product of the | 
farm, depends so much on circumstances | 
that it would be useless to attempt to give 

a definite answer. For a man who has spent 

a portion of bis life in town as a merchant, 

to take his family into a distant land where 


the climate is so different as to endanger 
their lives, would be wrong, and no amount 


of money success would compensate for it ; 
or to take a family away from schools and 
society, for the purpose of getting money, 
would be paying too dear for it. 

The first thing, for a man who has a fam- 
ily, to consider, is health, and the next so- 
ciety. Money must come after these two, 
for without health and good society, life is 
fali of misery, and a solitary darkness over- 
shadows every surrounding object, and life 
is hardly worth struggling for. A man who 
has always lived in New England, is in no 
condition to go with a family into a new 
country, or in fact to go anywhere where the 
school-house and the church are not within 
easy reach ; to do so, he would have to make 
a sacrifice so great that we should feel that 
we were doing wrong to encourage him; in 
fact there is really no need of it, for all over 
New England are openings for men of all 
ages and capacities ; here is one spot where 
willing hand never need to be idle ; one spot 
where the great variety of industries give 
each one a chance to choose an occupation 
adapted to his taste and capacity ; and if he 
desires to till the soil with a small capital, 
but few sections in this country offer better 
facilities, because land is very cheap, is often 
sold for much less than the improvements 
are worth; the market is good and near at 
hand; the great variety which the land will 
produce gives every cultivator a great chance 
to work in whatever branch his inclination 
may lead. The school-houses, churches, 
public buildings, roads and bridges, are all 
built; so he will not, as in a new country, 
have to devote the principal portion of his 
energies to making public improvements. 
Thus in a great measure relieved from the 
public burdens that must be borne in new 
settlements, he can devote his time and 
thought to the improvement of his own 
farm. 

He who wishes to raise stock will find all 
over New England, here and there, a farm 
well adapted to it, and if he understands the 
husiness he will breed from the best strains 
of blood stock, and produce animals that 
will bring @ price that will pay a large profit 
on the cost. But it would be just as reason 
able to say that any one with a certain 
amount of capital can, in any portion of New 
England, start a dry goods store and suc- 
ceed, as it would to say that any one can 
start a stock farm with a certain amount of 
capital and sucveed in New England, or in 
any other portion of this country. The fact 
is, more depends on the man, than the busi- 
ness, or the location, The most that can be 
said is, that there are men in New England 
who succeed in stock raising; but with a 
small capital it is our opinion that a larger 
proportion would succeed better in some 
other branch, expecially if they have not had 
experience on the farm. The production of 
amaill fruits, vegetables, milk, and in some 
portions of New Engiand even hay, would 
promise quite as well as stock raising. 

To raise stock in any amount, requires 
quite a large capital, much ore so than 
either of the above named products, besides 
even to one who has always lived on a farm, 
it is quite difficult to buy a stock of animals, 
and select just what is wanted. One who 
has given any attention to the subject would 
be at the mercy of the seller, and probably, 
at the best, get fifty per cent of his first 
purchase, what would be below the standard 
that he ought to have. 

It is true there are men ,who are so at- 
tached to some particular branch of busi- 
ness that, although they spend their time at 
some other, they will manage to so improve 
every opportunity to get an insight into 
their favorite business, that they will be 
better fitted to. engage in the business than 





it, but never had any particular Mking for 
it. He who is to drop an old business for a 
new, should fully satisfy himself that the 
new business is one that he is by nature per- 
ticularly adapted to, for if he is not the 
chances are that the change will bea mis- 
take. 

It seems to be the nature of man to de- 
sire, when he approaches middle age, to 
leave an indoor life for one in the Open air, 
and so every year large numbers afé leaving 
the business of their early manhood for a 
life on the farm ; some of them leave a very 
profitable business, one that has enabled 
them to lay aside sufficient for their fature 
wants; but many are not successful, and 
therefore leave with but little capital to start 
a new business with. The sucosssiul man 
has sufficient capital to enable him to make 
some mistakes in his new business, but the 
unsuccessful man cannot afford to make mis- 
takes, if he does, ruin will stare him in the 
face; it is important that he should start 
right in whatever new business he engages in. 

One of the great mistakes which the man 
ot limited means makes, is in trying to imi 
tate men of large means; by starting on too 
large a scale he reaches out beyond his 
means, and if overtaken by a dad season, or 
loses his crops by bad management, it is 
difficult for him to recover ; he becomes dis- 
couraged; but if one with limited means 
will only confire himself principally to his 
own labors on the tarm, and is energetic, he 
will almost inveriably succeed, but if he at- 
tempts to copy the man of large meana, and 
employs a number of hands before he be- 
comes familiar with his business, the rule is, 
he will not succeed, but will become dis- 
couraged and leave the green pastures, and 
return to the work-shop or counting-room. 

He of New England who thinks of leaving 
an indoor for an outdoor life, should not 
look a thousand miles from home for a farm, 
but should look around in his-own town or 
county first, and as a rule in one of them he 
will find it for his interest to settle down. 
There he can continue in the society of his 
early years; there he can educate his chil- 
dren and enjoy all of the blessings of a re. 
fined and intelligent community.—[Eb. 


“SWEET ENSILAGE.” 


BY DR. MANLY MILES, 
Professor of Agriculture at Massachusetts 
State Agricultural College. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman: 


Having received a number of letters ask- 
ing information in regard to the process of 
making ‘sweet ensilage,’ the following brief 
statement of some of the leading facts may 
be of interest to the readers of The Plough. 
man. 

The known facts relating to this subject 
may be stated as follows:—Iist. Fermenta- 
tion in the silo is caused by minute living 
organisms, popularly called bacteria. 2nd. 
These living ferments are produced from 
germs which are readily carried from place 
to place by the atmosphere. 3rd. Like 
other living organisms, these active agents 
or fermentation can only exist under condi- 
tions which are favorable for the exercise of 
their vital processes, including a suitable 
temperature, moisture, and a supply of 
proper food. 4th. A temperature of from 
122 deg. to 140 deg. F. is fatal to these 
organisms, and when they are destroyed fer- 
mentation cannot take place without the in- 
troduction of a fresh supply of living germs. 
5th. Ensilage, in a properly constructed and 
well covered silo, is enclosed in a practically 
air tight box, which prevents the access of the 
germs of fermentation from the atmosphere, 
and the process of fermentation is carried on 
by the physiological activity of the living 
organisms, developed from germs which 
were introduced with the fodder when the 
silo was filled.

ne grass is widely distributed in North Af- 
rica, Western Asia, all of Europe, and las 
been introduced into much of North Ameri- 
ca, It is not likely to be mistaken for any 
other kind of species. The leaves are flat 
and short. On good land the stem is from 
two to three or four feet, or even six feet or 
more, in height. It seldom lodges, but 
stands up well. 

From two to four weeks after the first 
flowers of red clover and orchard grass, tim- 
othy has thrust up its rough, stiff, erect 
spikes, whioh are as long and as thick as a 
lead pencil. 

itis named after Timothy Hanson, of 
Maryland, who introduced the grass from 
England ever 160 years ago. Although 
rather course to touch and sight, there is no 
question about the excellent quality of tim- 
othy hay, if well secured at the proper time 
It is in this country what rye grass is in 
England. It is often sown alone in Autumn, 
with wheat or rye,or in the Spring, with 
oats or barley, especially where the land is 
strong clay. On light sand or loam, if sown 
at all, it is mixed with red clover. 

Timothy has many good qualities to rec- 
ommend it, but it is not without merked de- 
fects. It seeds very freely, yielding ten to 
thirty bushels of ol d seed to the acre. 
The seed is easily saved and threshed with e 
flail or a machine, and can be raised cheap- 





. It takes from one to three pecks to sow 
an acre, depending on the condition of the 
soil, while two bushels of orchard grass 
would be required. The cost of the former 
would be from 40 cents to $1.50, while the 
latter would cost $3 to $4 per acre. 

The hay is quite easily cured, presents a 
good appearance, and suffers less than most 
others by going to seed before cutting. 
Everybody in town and country knows 
the grass as soon as he sees it and can dis- 
tinguish it from all others, hence a leading 
reason for its popularity. 

Against timothy we may say it starts very 
slowly in Spring, and is a long time in get- 
ting a growth sufficient for the mower. After 
cutting the second growth is of very little 
consequence, seldom large enough to cut 
again or to afford much pasture. It blos- 
soms too late to be cut to advantage with 
red clover. It must be mowed rather high 
and not very early, or else the bulb near t 
ground will be destroyed or injured, and with 
this the whole plant is likely to be lost. It 
is hardly suited for pasture at any time, es: 
pecially for horses and sheep and swine, as 
they bite close to the ground. 

Unless very carefully managed timothy is 
short lived ; the bulb is easily trodden out 
by cattle, killed by drought ana frost, or 
eaten by mice and gophers. It gives one 
good crop of hay ina season, but is not 
suited for pasture.

140 deg. to 145 deg. F. is reached before 
the cover is put on and weighted. This 
would not only kill the organized ferments 
already in the silo, but, what is quite as 
important, the temparature would probably 
remain above the ‘death point’ fcr a sufficient 
length of vime to ensure the destruction of 
the bacteria hatched from germs which 
were late in their development, and the 
resulting product would be ‘sweet ensilage.’ 

If, however, the temperature is only al- 
lowed to rise to 120 deg which is below the 
death point, fermentation would not be pre- 
vented, and the bacteria of putrefaction 
might be developed, particularly in the vi- 
cinity of a filthystable which would be a 


fermentation. 

Several days, and perhaps a week, may be 
required to secure the desired temperature 
ot 140 deg. to 145 deg. F., as much will de- 
pend on the condition of the fodder at the 
time it is cut and put in the silo. Extended 
experiments are yet needed to determine the 
best method of procedure under different 
conditions, and I regret that I am not able 
to carry out my original plan of investiga- 
tion in this direction. In filling the silo it 
will probably be better to avoid tramping 
or packing the ensilage any more than may 
be necessary to keep the top of the mass 
nearly level, so that the weighted cover will 
settle uniformly. 

The temperature may be readily observed 
with an ordinary dairy thermometer by dig- 
ging below the surface about two feet and 
burying it in the fodder for a few minutes 
in the morning before adding any freshly cut 
fodder.

BREEDING AND FEEDING TURKEYS. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 


In occasional rides to town on business a 
nigh way of 14 or 15 miles instead of the 
public road of thrice the distance, owing to 
a river and overflows, took me by a wealthy 
planter’s home, where I saw a shed some 10 
feet wide and 15 feet or more long, under 
which in the early spring was a fire kept 
from several logs piled up and fired, around 
which and under shed were a lot of turkeys* 
standing or lying down, dusting in tue 
ashes, cold mornings, cold days, damp or 
rainy the chicks sought and found a dry 
warm spot. The lady was a famous turkey 
breeder, but no one seemed to think why. 
Acting on this, in 1863, [ found refuge at 
a sister's, and knowing her proclivity, in- 
herited from a Maryland mother of 1776 
birth, to have any quantity of poultry of all 
varieties, 1 suggested to her io build a house 
made of pine poles, say 12 by 16, keep a 
little fire therein from early morn to roost- 
ing time, as she had many little blacks and 
little labor in it, I sawin her poultry run 
in 1864 some 300 of the Bronze, all having 
access to that said dry and warm cosy home, 
where the little ones were in and out at 
pleasure. 

Long before the war I hada neighbor, a 
cook, who really had poultry to cook at any 
mea! ; her turkeys were in charge of “colored 
gentlemen” of some 15 years, and taken out 
to field every day, and kept out of the cold 
and wet. Her husband, who had cotton on 
the brain, said his wife’s turkeys cost him 
some dollars each, as the servants could 
have made 5 or 6 bales of cotton each. My 
mother, some 60 or 70 years ago, usually 
raised nearly all turkeys hatched, and they 
kept out of cold and wet—of course when 
young—and a boy to watch during the day. 
As to “Best Pear” in 1869-70, 1 had 1500 
of the Bartlett pear, grafted by night in 
winter and put in the orchard, intending to 
build a fruit house on the hill side, heavy 
vovering and a stove pipe to pass through 
the house and thick roofing to air above,and 
a vane to draw air to the vacuum. P.

It would be idle and 
extremely foolish to invest 2 or 300,000 
dollars in starting an immense factory for 
manufacturing sorghum sugar ; but it would 
be eminently proper to start some experi- 
mental works, the cost of which would be 
very little, and for our farmers to raise a 
few acres of both sorghum and beets; this 
could be done in various parts of our New 
England States, and if the new process which 
is tobe tried in the Charitable Mechanic 
Fair building proves the suecess promised, 
it will open a new industry to our farmers 
of great importance. Evidently among the 
multiplicity of sugar yielding plants, there 
is some one adapted to our soil and climate, 
and the fact that all the productions of our 
gold and silver mines is not sufficient to pay 
for this one article of import, should be a 
stimulus to find out which it is, and to cul- 
tivate it with an undeviating determination 
to free our nation from this useless drain 
upon its werlth and divert it to their own 
pockets. oO. F. B.

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BUTTER IN NEW YORK. 


| From Bell’s Weekly Messenger, London, Eng. 


The United States Commissioner of Agri- 
culture has presented to the British Minie- 
ter at Washington the following instructive 
statement as to the butter of New York:— 
‘It is reliably stated that out of 100,000,000 
pounds of butter sold in New York City, 
between 40,000,000 pounds and 60,000,000 
pounds are bogus. Oleomargarine has cut 
down the price of average butter to 10 cents 
a pound, involving a loss of $4,000,000 
annually to ‘farmers. Oleomargarine is 
manufactured from grease of any and of all 
kinds. For this purpose tallow, lard, cot- 
tonseed, peanut, and other oils are sought 
for and obtained from all sources and from 
all countries. These fats are neutralized by 
treatment with nitric acid mixed with milk, 
cream, or poor butter, and churned. The 
acid in this composition is, of course, very 
deleterious, and in proportion to its quan- 
ticy is the resultant injury.’ The Commis- 
sioner proceeds to make the following 
extraordinary statement:—‘ Whilst this coun- 
try may very properly be charged with the 
odium of sending out these srticles, their 
manufacture is extending to many countries, 
and it will be well for others to guard 
against the spread of the evil. It is asserted 
that stakes are driven into the sewers at 
London, from which staxes a fatty deposit 
left by the eurrent is scraped every day, and 
after proper treatment this fatty deposit be- 
comes dairy butter. There can be no doubt 
that the Chairman of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works would repudiate with hor- 
ror this suggestion. It is, however, thought 
that possibly it may have arisen from the 
appearance of a report last year that at the 
outfall of the London sewage in the Thames 
there are men who make it their business to 
skim the fat from the surface of the river, 
but with what object was not stated.’

It has been demon- 
strated repeatedly that there is no country 
better calculated for raising sugar-beets than 
the United States. It has been clearly 
shown that the beets raised in Virginia con- 
tain fully 10 per cent more saccharine 
matter than those raised either in Germany 
or France. There is no other such sugar 
consuming country in the world as the 
United States, as our import of foreign and 
product of home sugars testify, and we be- 
sieve that there are all the elements at hand 
for the building up of a great beet-root 
sugar industry, if it is wisely inaugurated 
and carefully controlled during its incipi- 
ency.—(Country Merchant.

Editor Defecator,—The cane crop in 
Minnesota, at the present date, is very prom- 
ising. The Early Amber—for that is the 
cane for our latitude—is already six feet tall, 
and the heads begin to show. The State of 
Minnesota intends to make a good exhibit 
of Amber cane sugar and syrups at the 
World’s Fair at New Orleans, which opens 
in December next. Arrangements have been 
made to send about twenty barrels Amber 
sugar from the different sugar works in Min- 
nesota that are already established. The 
State Board have asked me to collect sugar 
and syrup and exhibit the product st New 
Orleans. Iam assured of the co-operation 
of such men as J. H. Porter, O. 8. Powell, 
and other members of the Minnesota Amber 
Cane Association. We hope to be able to 
chow a fine exhibit, one that will do credit 
to the State. While we have to admit the 
past season gave the industry a black eye 
here in Minnesota, we expect to make up 
the loss the present season. 

I hear but little said about handling cane 
with the leaves on. My experience is that 
it is not safe to lay it in,piles to remain over 
night, as heating soon injures the product. 
But I find, to make fine flavored gouds, cane 
cut up twenty-four or thirty-six hours in ad- 
vance of your wants, so the leaves (if not 
stripped) are thoroughly wisted, you get ria 
of a pungent bitter, and thus improve the 
syrup, and save the labor of stripping the 
cane. I have tried these experiments, and 
my customers are good judges. Perhaps 
these suggestions may be of use to the 
readers of the Defecator.

eed thousand, are suitable for protecting 
unches of grapes of the average size. Turn 
ihe top down, all but the corner where the 
stem of the bunch passes in, and one pin will 
at once make it secure against birds, insects 
and too easily temptabie eyes. Applied 
early in June, there 1s litte danger left from 
flying spores. The grapes look fairer, are 
sweeter, and keep better when thus encased. 
They can be left longer on the vine to ripen 
the more fully.
